committeeman from Connecticut, 
was indicted yesterday for filing an 
alleged false income tax returm in

which is investigating the turning 
over of American Metal Co. securi- 
ties, seized during the war, to a 
Swiss corporation owned by Ger- 
mans, after the war. 

The new indictment charges eva- 
sion of the revenue act in filing the 
1921 tax return. The first indiot- 
ment charged perjury in connec- 


| tion with the same return.

The Government alleges Kine 
filed a return showing his 1921 
gross income to be $34,529 and his 
indebtedness to the .

529 and ‘his net income $137,266, 
making the amount due the Gov- 
ernment approximately $40,000.

Hunters Well Paid for Efforts. 
Half a century ago a Michigan 
hunter, Jack Stratton, followed the 
pigeons each year to the Ozark re- 
gion.

They were 
hauled in coops on wagons to the 
nearest station of the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad and then shipped to 
St. Louis. For many years Stratton 
followed the flight 
from the Great Lakes to the Ozarks 
until they disappeared. 

The wild pigeon was one of the 
swiftest birds of the air. No hawk 
eatch it. Duck hunters 
miss a wild pigeon every 
time when they shot at the bird 
in flight. he pigeon hunters 
were well paid for their efforts as 
‘there always was a big demand for 
ithe birds.
